Ottawa, October 24— When parlia- 
ment reassembles on November 5th as 
arranged when the session was’ ad- 
journed in August, there will probably 
be an immediate discussion on Can- 
ada’s war effort. The original idea was 
that a quorum would be called togeth- 
er on November 5th, and a further ad- 
journment taken until January when 
the next session would begin. If any 
acute crisis arose in the meantime re- 
quiring the summoning of parliament, 
it could be called together at a mom- 
ent’s notice. But criticism has arisen 
fn some quarters, so parliament will 
probably get right down to business 
early in November. The next session 
will undoubtedly be almost entirely a 
war session, Even the major domestic 
questions, such as the marketing of 
Western wheat harvests, are closely 
linked with war problems, Nebulous 
questions like the defence of this hem. 
isphere have taken concrete form with 
the appointment of the joint defence 
board, and the investigations it has 
been carrying on. The St. Lawrence 
waterway project— the power end of 
it at least—is no longer a dream or a 
nighmare, (according to the point of 
view) but a potential fact. So this ses: 
sion will have new issues, During the 
parliamentary recess the mists in the 
Orient have become a dark cloud, and 
there will undoubtedly be considerable 
discussion on trade relations with 
Japan, 

Parliament will hear from ministers 
of war departments about the growth 
of the three services and of war in- 
dustry. Col. Ralston, minister of nat- 
ional defence, will visit Britain to be- 
come thoroughly acquainted at first 
hand with the war situation and to 
learn from those on the battle _line 
where Canada’s efforts can be directed 
to be of most assistance to the com- 
mon cause. Because of the probability 
of parliament getting down to work 
immediately, his visit will be likely de- 
layed for a time. 

The report of the mission under Mr 
J. G. Gardiner, who have been in Bri- 
tain studying the British requirements 
of Canadian foodstuffs, will be pre- 
sented to parliament and is expected to 
be of gret assistance to the Canadian 
government and to the primary pro- 
ducers of this country. Mr Gardiner 
and his expert advisers have been dis- 
cussing with British authorities the 
sale to Britain of many primary pro- 
ducts, including wheat, bacon, cheese, 
canned vegetables and preserved milk 
apples, butter and eggs. The situation 
of Canadian bacon and cheese in Bri- 
tish markets seems tavorable, It is 
the worldwide trade in wheat that has 
felt the most severe impact of the war. 
It is expected that word will shortly 
be received of arrangements made by 
the mission in regard to sales of the 
various foodstuffs. 


St. Lawrence Waterways— 

The recent announcement of the 
governments at Ottawa and Washing- 
ton in relation to the much discussed 
St. Lawrence Waterway project did 
not refer to the canalization of the 
international section of the St. Law- 
rence, That is left in abeyance. The 
statement said that in order to furn- 
ish power for defence purposes pre- 
Mminary engineering investigations 
would be immediately started, and the 
United States government has now 
appropriated $1,000,000 for borings and 
and other preliminary work in the in- 
ternational section of the river. No 
actual work of construction will begin, 
however, until the governments come 


to an agreement. The province oi: 
Ontario, however, will have the im- 
mediate use of power at Niagara, a 


key point of its industrial life, gener- 
ated from water equivalent in volume 
to the amount to be diverted from the 
Kenogami and Ogoki rivers in North- 
western Ontario into Lake Superior. 
Part of the work of diversion bas al- 
ready been done. Engineering works 
on the Ogoki river are expected to 
start at ap early date. New power to 


be derived from diverted water has 
been variously estimated at from 
710,444 to 150,000 horse power. In an 


event it will be a genuine aid to war 
industry in Ontario. 


Encouragement for Tourist Traffic— 

At a meeting of Dominion and Pro- 
vineta] tourist officia) and representa- 
tives of the railways and the associa- 


tion of tourist bureaus, plans have 
been made to encourage more visit« rs 
to this country. The war jostled the in 
dustry from its steady path of | pro 
gress, but misunderstandings about 
war regulations have in large measui¢ 
been explained away. Canada wat 
More tourists, not only for the prom. 
ion of goodwill between the two coun 
tries but to provide foreign exchange 
for the purchase by this country <1 
war supplies and othher imports. 1: 
tensified advertising and publicity was 
urged at the comvention, new sound 
and color travelogues of Canada and 
surveys of the best types of radio pro 
grams to encourage the trade. It was 
also recommended that frontier regul 
ations, while a necessary precaution 
in war time should be as “non-irritat 
ing” as possible. 


The air minister, Mr C. G. Power, 
has told the press that the air force 
hopes to obtain its skilled mechanics 
from its own schools instead of draw- 
ing any of these highly skilled work- 
men from war industry. The school 
at St. Thomas, Ontario is now in- 
structing 3000 mechanics and the word 
given to the minister is that men from 
the school are fitting right into their 
jobs. The needs of skilled workmen 
in the manufacturing industries that 
are turning out equipment and sup- 
plies are thus further conserved, Mr 
Power also announcced that there are 
now 2,218 officers and 23,960 men in 
the air force as well as 3,872 civilians 
and that the number of those who have 
applied for enlistment is about 17,000. 
In the past week four new elementary 
flying schools hav been opened, tlrec 
in Ontario and one in Quebec.

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A LETTER FROM 
HAROLD FREEMAN 


England, Sept. 27th 
Dear Mrs. Moore- 


Just a line to let you know that all 
the Strathmore boys are well and hap- 
py. We are all separated now around 
different parts of Southern England. 

As for ourselves, we are billeted in 
a lovely country estate and enjoying 
a little of the better side of army life. 
There are very few troups right here 
and we are within casy distance of 
Epsom Downs, Chessington Zoo and 
other points of interest. 

I am enclosing a photo cf the Engin- 
eers and 8th Field Ambulance fellows 
that was taken while we were all sta- 
tioned together. Abseht from the pict- 
ure is Sergt, Jack Davies. Ronnie 
Hincbliffe and the boys in the Calgary 
Highlanders are over now. 

We get the majority of the air raids 

on London and had a_ particularly 
good show directly overhead this mor- 
ning. We got the air raid warning and 
could hear quite a heavy bombard- 
ment of Ack-Ack North East of us. In 
the distance we could see a huge dog 
fight going on. Then about 20 Jerries 
headed our way pursued by one lone 
Spitfire. Just betore they reached us 
the Spitfire got one and he plummeted 
to the ground in flames. When the 
planes got directly overhead the Ack- 
Ack started up and about 50 putts of 
smoke appeared all around the Jerries 
but never got one that we could see. 
Then behind the formation came ano- 
ther Jerry with smoke pouring from ii. 
As it passed over we could see a fire 
burning under the left wing close to 
the cockpit and three parachutes blos- 
somed out behind it. The wind carried 
them over us and quite a distance 
away. The straps on one parachute 
must have broken and it came floating 
down minus the man, They captured 
the other two fellows but didn’t worry 
about the third. The pilot must have 
set the controls because the plane 
kept on its course with the fire grow- 
ing larger and crashed several miles 
away. Another one came down not far 
from us. This show ook place about 
9.15 in he morning so I doubt if many 
of the Jerries managed to get back 
across the Channel. The all clear. 
sounded about 30 minutes ago and the 
sirens are blowing for another air raid 
new. 

We get the mail regularly about 
once every two weeks. I have just 
missed one Standard and at that time 
he postal authorities informed us that 
one ‘boat of mail had been sunk.

Prevention Of Anaemia— 

Anaemia is a condition found in pigs 
and is caused by a lack of iron, Pigs 
born from October to May are frequen- 
tly affected because they are not able 
to run on bare ground and root in the 
soil, 

Anaemia ca nbe prevented by feed- 
ing reduced iron to all pigs born from 
October to May, As much reduced iron 
as will nearly cover a dime should be 
administered on he 7h and 14h days 
afer birh, The reduced iron should be 
placed well back on he tongue of each 
pig and for this purpose a small home 
made wooden spoon is excellent. 

Anaemia is not caused by a germ..’ 
It is not contagious and the condition 
cannot be cured by feeding iron to the 
sow, although some iron in the mineral 
mixture fed to the sow during preg- 
nancy is recommended,

The publication of the 1940 edition 
of the Canada Year Book, published 
by authorization of the Hon. J. A. Mac 
Kinnon, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, is announced by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, The Canada Yea 
Book is the officia] statistical annual 
of the country and contains a_ thor 
oughly up to date account of the nat 
ural resources of the Dominion and 
their development, teh history of the 
country, its institutions, its deme 
graphy the different branches of pro 
duction, trade, transportation, linance, 
education, etc. in brief a comprehen 
sive study within the limits of a single 
volume of the social and economic con- 
ditions of the Dominion. This new edi- 
tion has been thoroughly revised 
throughout and includes in all its 
chapters the latest information avail- 
able up to the date of going to press. 
The 1940 Canada Year Book extends 
to over 1,200 pages, dealing with all 
phases of the national life and more 
especially with those susceptible of 


statistical measurement. A statistical , 


summary of the progress of Canada is 
included in the introductory matter. 
This gives a picture in figures cf the 
remarkable progress which the coun- 
try has made since the first census of 
the Dominion was taken in 1871, 68 
years ago. Persons requiring the Yea 
Book may obtain it from the King’s 
Printer, Ottawa, as long as the supply 
lasts, at the price of $1.50, which cov- 
ers merely the cost of paper, printing 
/and binding. By a special concession,

Increased Output Of 
Cod Liver Oil 
—!:03:-——- 

War has brought rapid expansion of 
cod liver oil processing in Canada, 

Up to a year ago, 75 per cent of the 

' cod liver ofl used in Canada was im- 
ported. German occupation of Norway 
cut off a main source of supply. For a 
time jthere was danger of serious 
shortage It was decided to develop the 
Canadian industry. 

Already such progress has been 
made in the Maritime Provincecs and 
eastern Quebec as to give promise of 
ultimate self sufficiency. 

Sixteen new cod liver oil plants, 
many of them small, and some still ip 
the experimental stage, are now opera: 
ting on the Atlantic Coast and eight 
plants have enlarged their facilities 
looking to an increased output. Total 
production of cod liver oil this year 
is expected to be approximately 200,: 
000 gallons compared with a produc: 
tion of 63,000 gallons in 1938 and 
66,000 gallons in 1939. This oil is suit- 
able for use as medicinal oil or as a 
teeding oil for livestock and poultry, 
In addition a production of a low 
grade cod liver oi] known in the 
trade as “common cod oil” and suit: 
able only for industrial uses amount:
